Responsible holiday driving: 
It all begins with you

Drunk and impaired driving has been in the news a 
lot lately, with much attention focused on Massachu- 
setts' OUI laws and higher than the national average 
alcohol-related fatality rate. Nationally, 41 percent of 
all motor vehicle-related fatalities are tied to alcohol. 
Unfortunately, of the 477 motor vehicle fatalities in 
Massachusetts in 2001, 234 or 49 percent involved alco- 
hol. However, as 2002 comes to a close, we can see that 
Massachusetts is making real progress. 

. + On Thanksgiving Day, a law went into effect that 
requires courts to look back further than 10 years at 
drunk driving convictions when sentencing repeat of- 
fenders. Legislation filed earlier this month would 
bring Massachusetts in line with the 49 other states 
that consider a blood alcohol concentration (BAC) at 
or above the legal limit for driving proof of intoxica- 
tion rather than merely evidence of intoxication. 
While this legislation has previously been filed and not 
made it to the Governor's desk, the momentum of the 
tecent spotlight on drunk driving combined with the 
Specter of federal financial penalties for not having 
duch a law are reasons to be optimistic about passage.

§npairment at BAC levels as low as .02, the equivalent 
qf ust one drink. The legal limit in Massachusetts is 
$8 BAC, and .02 BAC for those under 21.

Also the dangers that driving 
fired or distracted can cause, especially when a driver 
bas used alcohol or other drugs.

Protecting those who protect us

s he is not a hero, but anyone 
knows him knows better. 
McCune is a Captain of the 
iversity of Massachusetts 
Lawell Police’ andhas 
lived in Wilmington for eight years 
with his wife, Stephanie, and his 
twa children, Christopher, 16, and 
Sagpantha, 6.

cCune is a Chief Warrant 
Officer in the Army Reserve, as- 
signed as the Team Leader and 
Spécial Agent-In-Charge of World- 
wide Protective Services Missions 
for the 701st Protective Unit work- 
ing out of the Pentagon. He has 
‘gone extensive training in 
terrorism, protective ser- 
vices, special weapons, hostage 
negotiations, and many other 
criminal investigative techniques. 
At, 10:45 a.m. on September 11, 
2001, he received a phone call at 
work instructing him to report to 
pe! Pentagon by 0600 hours the 
fol day. While American 
farhilies sat huddled together, 
sharing in a nation’s mutual sor- 
row and fury, wondering how any 
of this could have happened, John 
McCune was on his way to find 
out for himself. 

In Jess than 24 hours he found 
himself by the crash site at the 
Pentagon and was leading a team 
charged with the 24-hour protec- 
tion of the Secretary of the Army 
Thomas E. White. 

In October of 2001, McCune 
left White’s side and was assigned 
to, the travel team as a Mission 


Paul Wolfowitz and accompanied 
him on various missions all over 
the world, including those to 
Egypt, Bosnia, Turkey, and Af- 
ghanistan, all of which were con- 


sidered “combat areas.” 

Flying into combat areas, like 
Afghanista ., necessitated a spe- 
cial landing procedure in an at- 
tempt to minimize any potential 
threat fromthe ground. Theplane, 
aCi7, which is big enough todrive 
a tank into, reaches position al- 
most directly over the landing 
strip, at approximately 35,000 feet, 
and then begins its descent 
straight down and at full speed. 
At some point during the nose 
dive, the pilot engages the jets to 
full power in reverse and just 
before hitting the ground, the 
plane pulls up and out to make a 
perfect landing. 

“I don't even like the Tea Cup 
ride at Disney World,” McCune 
says. “When they have the en- 
gines in full reverse, to’slow the 
plane down, the plane is actually 
shaking, not a lot, but it’s shak- 
ing. Andyou'reright at the ground 
when they pull out.” 

McCune did have at least one 
moment of solace while on as- 
signment, While in Sarajevo, he 
discovered that an old friend, 
Ronald Leblanc, a police sergeant 
of the Wakefield Police Depart- 
ment, was assigned as a First 
Sergeant in Tusla, just north of 
McCune'’s location. McCune was 
able totake a Blackhawk Helicop- 
ter and flew up to see his friend 
for a couple of hours. 

“Here | was, 5,500 miles away 
from home, and I ran into one of 
my best friends,” he remembers. 
“That was a highlight.” 

Itbecomes quickly obvious how 
much McCune cares about his 
family and friends, but when he 
went onduty they stayed at home. 
He didn’t bring any pictures, and 
he did his very best not to think 
about them at all. He hada job to 
do, and the job was all he could 
allow himself to think about. 

He tells of a mission in Af- 
ghanistan with Wolfowitz, in 
which they traveled from 


Bargram to Kabul. 
“We went on a Chinook CH47, 


all combat rated,” he begins. “A 
CH47 is a big U.S. Army helicop- 
ter with double blades. We had 
two machine gunners out of the 
front, one on the right and one on 
the left, and the CH47 flies with its 
tail open, just like a mouth, and 
you have a 50 gunner strapped in 
the rear, in case something hap- 
pens on the ground. In back of us 
we had another CH47, and on 
each side of us were Apache heli- 
copters fully armed and ready to 
rock and roll. You don't see that 
every day, a young 20-year-old 
kid strapped into a 50-caliber and 
two other air assault troops fully 
jacketed and ready to go, but it's 
just another day in the park for 
them. They've trained for this. 
And, we were only flying around 
300 feet off the ground.” 

When recalling his experi- 
ences, McCune frequently wishes 
to shift the attention away from 
himself and onto the soldiers in 
combat areas. He worries that 
the general public is not aware of 
the fact that our soldiers are still 
over there doing a difficult job 
and risking their lives in order to 
protect the freedoms that we en- 
joy everyday 

McCune described the morale 
of the troops as very strong, de- 
spite the conditions they are faced 
with. Many soldiers in combat 
areas are sleeping intents, tanks, 
and some are left with little more 
than hunks of sand to lay their 
heads on. 

“They are highly trained, and 
they are able to adapt, no matter 
what the conditions,” he says. 
“They are what make this coun- 
try great.” 

McCune is easy to talk to. He’s 
got a good sense of humor, and he 
carries himself with a quiet confi- 
dence, an easygoing assurance 
derived from visiting Hell on 
Earth and still managing to es- 
cape with all ten fingers and all 
ten toes. He, and others like him 
through the years, has gone to 
those places so that the rest of us

will never have to. 

When asked to sum up the 
whole experience, McCune hesi- 
tates for only a moment and then 
gives his answer with conviction. 

“Honored,” he says. “You do 
appreciate your country more 
when youcomeback. Youdo sing 
when the National Anthem comes 
on at the ballgame. You do put 
your hand over your chest. You 
do understand that individuals 
have fought for these freedoms.” 

When his duty was completed, 
McCune drove home to 
Wilmington from the Pentagon. 
He arrived at his house in 
Wilmington just before 5:00 a.m. 
He walked in the door while his 
family was sleeping and watched 
his dog, a Chinese Sharpei, come 
welcome him home. It was when 
he set his bags down on the floor 
of his home that it really hit him. 

“Setting those bags down in 
the foyer meant I'm home,” he 
says. “I'mhome. I don’t have to 
leave.”

As stated in the Library Build- 
ing Programthat the library should 
have an “exterior architectural 
design which incorporates features 
appropriate to the unique climate, 
character and style of a New En- 
gland Town,” the architect utilized 
many of the major design moves 
and motifs that directly reflect rich 
traditions of the New England ar- 


chitectura] style. 
According Drayton Fait, the 
project architect, “the overall form 


of the building is a gabled roof 
form, similar to the existing li- 
brary building. The building isbrick 
masonry, a material that has a 
long tiaicry of civic New England 
architecture and a permanence 
which is virtually maintenance 
free. The masonry wall itself is 
articulated with a series of pilas- 
ters and panels which not only 
break down thescale of the facade, 
but also, ina very traditional man- 
ner, express the structure of the 
building on the exterior. The win- 
dows facing the public side of the 
building are, for the most part, 
punched openings in the brick fa- 
cade, similar to most buildings in 
the area, The building is finally 
topped with a cupola. This form is 
used to mark the entrance and the 
roof, and is a time honored New 
England symbol of civic presence.”

Hike in 
ambulance 
rates 
approved

TEWKSBURY - The Board of 
Selectmen recently approved an 
increase in Tewksbury’s ambu- 
lance rates, which will take effect 
on January 1, 2003. 

Under the advisement of Town 
Manager David Cressman and Fire 
Chief Thomas Ryan, the Board 
voted unanimously during its De- 
cember 17th meeting to an increasé 
equaling the current ambulance 
rates of the Town of Andover. The 
new rates, however, will remain a 
greatdeal lower than those of many 
private ambulance companies. 

Trinity Ambulance was cited in 
one of Cressman’s memoranda as 
having a fee of $505, plus $21 per 
mile, for basic life support service, 
as opposed to Tewksbury’s new 
rate of $374, plus $15 per mile, for 

the same basic life support ser- 
vice, Basic life support services by 
a Tewksbury ambulance had pre- 
viously been provided at a rate of 
$307.42, plus $10.85 per mile. 

Cressman's recommendation 
stemmed from a memorandum 
composed by Rick Martin, of 
Comstar Ambulance Billing Ser- 
vice, the town’s ambulance con- 
sultant. The memorandum ad- 
dressed various aspects of Medi- 
care issues and assured Cressman 
that Medicare patients will not be 
impacted by the increase. Medi- 
care patients will still only be re- 
sponsible for 20 percent of the 
Medicare-allowed amount. 

‘The memo goes on to state that 
most patients covered by HMOs 
will also be safe from any new out- 
of-pocket expenses, but that pa- 
tients with indemnity insurance 
plans can expect that their 20 per- 
cent or 30 percent co-payments 
will be higher. Patients without 
any health insurance will, obvi- 
ously, be getting a higher bill un- 
der the new rate plan. 

Selectmen saw the rate in- 
crease as a way for the town to 
increase its revenue without ad- 
versely affecting the residents, 
since most of the costs will be paid 
by the insurance carriers. 

The increase in ambulance fees 
is just one of the ways that 
Tewksbury will be looking to deal 
with the budgetary crisis that 
Cressman has predicted in his fore- 
cast for the Fiscal Year of 2004.

Plans for Town Forest taking shape; 


WILMINGTON The 
Wilmington Conservation Commis- 
sion held a public meeting on 
Wednesday, December 18, to dis- 
cuss the future of community's 
Town Forest. Barbara Ganem, 
the Assistant Director of Planning 
and Conservation, explained that 
the upcoming development of the 
Town Forest was due to the colli- 
sion of two major factors, a grant 
from the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Manage- 
ment and the Open Space and Rec- 
reation Plan. 

TheCommittee is working with 
the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society's Ecological Extension 
Service, Philip Benjamin Forestry 
Services, and Thomas Wirth Asso- 
ciates, Landscape Architects, to 
prepare a Passive Recreation and 
Forest Management Plan for the 
Town Forest. Representatives 
from each organization were in 
attendance and gave short presen- 
tations in each of their respective 
fields. 

The firm of Vanasse Hangen 
Brustlin, Inc. (VHB) is charged 
with surveying the property and 
establishing a definitive perimeter 
of Town Forest Property, as well 
as providing a topography survey. 

“Crews will do their best not to 
set foot on private property,” Jim 
Diorio, of VHB, assured the crowd 
of abutters in attendance. 

Part of VHB’s task will involve 
the identification of abutters who 
areunintentionally encroaching on 
the Town Forest property. 


The Town Forest is located off 
of Andover Street. The 154 acres of 
forest surrounds Camp Forty Acres 
Campground and abuts commer- 
cial and residential properties. 

James Morris, the Chairman of 
the Conservation Committee, 
wanted to know how important it 
was to institute a Forest Manage- 
ment Plan, 

“If the forest wasn’t managed, 
what would be the result?” Morris 
asked. 

“You would lose the diversity of 
vegetation,” Philip Benjamin, of 
Philip Benjamin Forestry Services, 
answered. “The forest would de- 
velopintoa hardwood forest. Right 
now you have Soft Pine trying to 
survive, but eventually the Oak 
and Maple would win out, creating 
a canopy ile 

“From a habitat perspective, 
when that happens, you will lose 
diversity also,” added Jeffrey 
Collins of the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society. 

The Forest Management Plan 
will not only protect and encour- 
age the biological diversity of the 
site, it will also consider steps to 
increase the site's diversity, such 
as creating open grasslands within 
the forest and addi to 
attract wildlife. Collins cited the 
area as being rich in diversity of 
wildlife, mentioning fox, coyote, 
fisher, and deer specifically, A 
breeding bird survey is planned 
for the spring. 

The Forest Plan will also guide 


proposed improvements to the 
area, such as trail construction,

Along with Pimental, the Rams 
got some other strong perfor- 
mances as well.

“Jamie is my most improved 
wrestler right now,” Donovan said.

Pete Barry took third place at 
103 pounds after losing in over- 
time in the semi-finals 11-10 to 
Mike Shea of Winchester.
